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ORDINANCES 

PASSED  AT  THE  ANNUAL  SESSION 
1918-1919 


No.  357. 

An  ordinance  authorizing  the  Baltimore  Yacht  Club  to 
fill  in  to  the  Bulkhead  line  a  portion  of  the  water 
front  property  recently  purchased  by  said  club  near 
the  foot  of  Light  Street,  and  to  erect  a  frame  build- 
ing thereon  and  a  Pier  extending  therefrom. 

Section  1.  Whereas  The  Baltimore  Yacht 
Club,  a  corporation,  has  recently  purchased 
from  the  Winans'  estate  certain  water  front 
property  described  as  follows: 

Beginning  for  the  same  at  a  point  three  hun- 
dred and  eighty-six  feet  south  of  Hammond 
Street  on  the  west  side  of  Marshall  or  Light 
Street,  running  thence  w^est  one  hundred  feet; 
thence  south  and  parallel  with  Marshall  Street 
to  intersect  the  bulkhead  line;  thence  south- 
easterly two  hundred  and  twenty  feet  to  what 
would  be  the  east  side  of  Marshall  Street  if  con- 
tinued beyond  the  shore  line;  thence  northerly 
to  intersect  the  shore  line ;  thence  northwester!  v 
binding  on  the  shore  line  to  a  point  on  the  west 
side  of  Marshall  Street ;  thence  northerly  along 
the  west  side  of  Marshall  Street  to  the  place  of 
beginning. 

Xow,  Therefore,  be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor 
and   City  Council  of  Baltimore  that  the  said 
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Baltimore  Yacht  Club  is  hereby  granted  full 
power  and  authority  to  fill  in  to  the  bulkhead 
line  any  or  all  of  that  portion  of  the  above  de- 
scribed lot  which  lies  to  the  west  of  the  line  of 
the  westernmost  side  of  Light  or  -Marshall 
Street,  and  to  the  west  of  the  prolongation  of 
said  line  to  said  bulkhead  line. 

Section  2.  And  be  it  further  ordained  that 
said  The  Baltimore  Yacht  Club  is  hereby  author- 
ized to  erect  on  said  property  lastly  above  de- 
scribed, a  frame  building  or  buildings  construct- 
ed of  wood  with  the  necessary  appurtenances 
thereto  in  accordance  with  such  requirements  as 
the  Building  Inspector  may  deem  proper  for  a 
frame  or  wooden  building  of  the  character  to  be 
erected  by  said  club. 

Section  3.  And  be  it  further  ordained  that 
the  said  The  Baltimore  Yacht  Club  is  hereby 
given  and  granted  full  power  and  authority  to 
erect  a  pier  constructed  of  wood  or  other  ma- 
terial extending  from  the  bulkhead  line  of  the 
property  lastly  above  described  for  a  distance  of 
one  hundred  and  sixty  (160)  feet  with  a  width 
of  twelve  (12)  feet,  said  Pier  to  be  constructed 
in  accordance  with  such  requirements  as  the 
Harbor  Board  of  Baltimore  City  may  deem 
proper  for  a  Pier  of  the  kind  desired.

An  ordinance  authorizing  the  Board  of  Estimates, 
acting  for  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore, 
and  the  Boys'  Home  Society  of  Baltimore  to  sell, 
at  public  or  private  sale,  the  property  situate  at  the 
northwest  corner  of  Calvert  and  Pleasant  streets, 
and  known  as  the  Boys'  Home,  and  to  purchase  the 
property  known  as  1400-1402  Madison  Avenue  as 
the  new  location  for  the  said  Boys'  Home,  the  said 
Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  to  maintain 
in  the  new  property  the  same  rights  which  it  now 
has  in  the  present  property. 

Whereas  under  Ordinance  No.  88  of  the 
Mayor  and  Qity  Council  of  Baltimore,  ap- 
proved May  17th,  1881,  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council  of  Baltimore  was  authorized  to  lease  to 
the  Boys'  Home  Society  of  Baltimore  a  certain 
parcel  of  ground  fronting'  fifty-three  feet  on  the 
west  side  of  Calvert  street  with  a  depth  of  110 
feet  or  thereabouts  to  Gravel  Alley,  with  the  im- 
provements thereupon,  known  as  Simm's  Hotel, 
for  ninety-nine  years  with  the  usual  covenant 
for  renewal  of  said  term  at  such  an  annual  ren- 
tal as  may  be  deemed  reasonable  and  proper, 
said  lease  to  contain  all  the  usual  covenant's  con- 
tained in  leases  of  the  same  kind  made  by  the 
Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  but  to  be 
made  upon  the  express  conditions  that  the  same 
shall  not  be  assignable  by  the  lessee,  and  that 
the  property  shall  not  be  sublet  in  whole  or  in 
part,  and  that  in  case  of  any  assignment  in  sub- 
lease, of  the  whole  or  any  part  of  the  demised 
premises,  or  in  case  the  said  Boys'  Home  Soci- 
ety of  Baltimore,  shall  at  any  time  after  the 
execution  and  delivery  of  said  lease,  cease  to  use 
and  occupy  said  property  for  the  purposes  of 
said  Society,  the  said  lease  shall  thereupon  cease 
and  determine,  and  the  said  property,  with  all 
improvements  thereon,  made  or  to  be  made, 
shall   thereupon    rest   in   the   Mayor   and    City 
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Council  of  Baltimore,  absolutely,  free  and  dis- 
charged from  the  obligations  of  said  lease. 

And  whereas  on  May  31,  1881,  the  Mayoi 
and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  executed  a  lease 
to  the  Boys'  Home  Society  of  Baltimore  for  the 
property  mentioned  above  at  and  for  the  annual 
rental  of  Fifty  Dollars  in  conformity  with  said 
ordinance. 

And  win-:  re  as  the  Boys'  Home  Society  of 
Baltimore  have  decided,  with  the  approval  of 
the  Board  of  Estimates,  to  remove  from  its  pres- 
ent location  and  to  relocate  said  Home  at  1400- 
1402  Madison  Avenue;  and  the  said  Boys' 
Home  Society  of  Baltimore  desires  to  sell  its 
interest  in  said  property  and  the  Board  of  Esti- 
mates has  assented  to  said  removal  and  reloca- 
tion, and  also  to  the  sale  of  the  property  at 
either  public  or  private  sale,  and  if  by  private 
sale,  the  same  to  be  entered  upon  the  Minutes 
of  the  said  Board  of  Estimates,  the  proceeds  of 
said  sale  to  be  used  for  the  purchase  of  the  prop- 
erty 1400-1402  Madison  Avenue,  and  the  City's 
interest  to  be  protected  in  the  same  manner  as 
provided  in  the  present  location. 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor 
and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  that  the  Board 
of  Estimates  and  the  Boys'  Home  Society  of 
Baltimore  are  hereby  authorized  to  dispose  of 
the  City's  interest  in  the  property  situated  at 
the  northwest  corner  of  Calvert  and  Pleasant 
streets,  and  which  is  known  as  the  Boys'  Home, 
either  at  public  or  private  sale,  and  if  by  private 
sale  to  be  so  entered  on  the  minutes  of  the  Board 
of  Estimates;  and  that  the  proceeds  of  the  said 
sale  be  applied  to  the  purchase  of  a  new  loca- 
tion  at   1400-1402   Madison   Avenue;   that  the 
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Board  of  Estimates  are  herein-  authorized  to 
transfers  the  City's  interest  in  the  building  oc- 
cupied by  the  Boys'  Home  Society  of  Baltimore, 
at  Calvert  and  Pleasant  streets,  to  the  new  loca- 
tion at  1400-1402  Madison  Avenue,  under  the 
same  terms  and  conditions  that  the  City  now 
has  in  the  property  situate  at  the  northwest 
corner  of  Calvert  and  Pleasant  streets.  And  the 
Mayor  is  hereby  authorized  to  accept  such  con- 
veyance to  the  City,  and  the  Mayor,  the  Com- 
missions of  Finance  and  the  City  Register  are 
hereby  authorized  to  execute  and  attach  the  cor- 
porate seal  to  such  conveyance  or  conveyances 
by  the  City  as  may  be  proper  to  carry  out  the 
arrangement  which  may  be  made  by  the  Board 
of  Estimates  in  pursuance  of  this  ordinance.

An  ordinance  granting  permission  to  Mrs.  L.  Leon- 
hardt  to  erect  an  enclosed  porch  to  be  used  as  a  sun 
parlor  in  rear  of  No.  1729  Rutland  Avenue. 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor 
and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  that  permission 
be  and  the  same  is  hereby  granted  to  Mrs.  L. 
Leonhardt  to  erect  an  enclosed  porch  in  the  rear 
of  Xo.  1729  Rutland  Avenue,  to  be  used  as  a 
sun  parlor.  Said  porch  to  be  13  feet  long,  8 
feet  wide  and  10  feet  high,  and  roof  to  be  cov- 
ered with  tin,  and  to  be  erected  on  first  floor. 
Provided  said  porch  shall  in  all  other  respects 
be  constructed  in  accordance  with  the  require- 
ments of  the  existing  laws  and  ordinances  and

Whereas  the  City  in  opening  25th  Street 
between  Greenmount  and  Harford  Avenues  will 
take  a  part  of  the  lot  on  which  is  now  located 
the  frame  building  at  522  Cottage  Avenue 
(sometimes  called  Gntman  Avenue)  :  and 

Whereas  it  will  be  necessary  to  move  back 
the  present  frame  building  which  is  now  located 
within  the  lire  limits ;  and 
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Whereas- this  building  is  now  surrounded  by 
frame  buildings  of  the  same  type,  so  that  it  will 
not  in  any  way  increase  the  present  tire  hazard;

the  same  to  be  done  under  the  supervision  of  the 
Inspector"  of  Buildings  of  Baltimore  City  and 
in  accordance  with  the  building  laws  of  said 
City.

An  ordinance  granting  to  The  United  Railways  and 
Electric  Company  of  Baltimore,  its  successors  and 
assigns,  the  right  to  construct,  maintain  and  oper- 
ate tracks,  curves  and  switches,  \vith  the  necessary 
poles,  wires  and  overhead  construction,  as  follows : 
to  construct  double  tracks  on  Carrollton  Avenue  be- 
tween  Fayette  and  Baltimore  Streets,  with  double 
track   connecting   curves   around   the   northeast  cor- 
ner of  Baltimore  Street  and  Carrollton  Avenue;  to 
construct  a  single  track  connecting  curve  around  the 
southwest  corner  of  Fayette   Street  and  Carrollton 
Avenue  connecting  the  easternmost  track  on  Carroll- 
ton Avenue  with  the  northernmost  track  on  Fayette 
Street ;    to   construct   a    single   track   on   Carrollton 
Avenue  from  the  north  side  of  Fayette  Street  to  the 
south  side  of  Fayette  Street  connecting  the  present 
track  on  Carrollton  Avenue,  above  Fayette  Street, 
with  the  proposed  south-bound  track  on  Carrollton 
Avenue  between  Fayette  and  Baltimore  Street ;  to 
extend  its  double  tracks  on  Paca  Street  across  Fay 
ette  Street,  to  connect  with  its  tracks  to  the  north 
and  south  thereof,  and  to  construct  double  track  con- 
necting curves  around  the  southeast  corner  of  Paca 
and  Fayette  Streets ;  to  construct  double  track  con- 
necting curves  around  the  southwest  corner  of  Paca 
and    Baltimore    Streets;    to   construct    double    track 
connecting  curves   around   the  northeast   corner   of 
Paca   and  Lombard  Streets,  and  double  track  con- 
necting curves  around  the  northwest  corner  of  Faea 
and  Bombard   Streets ;   to  extend   its  double  tracks 
on  Eutaw  Street  across  Baltimore  Street,  to  connect 
with  its  tracks  to  the  north  and  south  thereof;  to 
extend  its   double  tracks   on   German    Street,    from 
Howard  Street  to  Eutaw  Street,  with  double  track 
connecting   curves    around   the   northeast    corner   of 
German   and   Eutaw    Streets;   to   extend   its   double 
tracks  on  Lombard   Street  across  Howard  and  Lib- 
erty Streets,  one  track  to  connect  with  its  existing 
track  on  Lombard  Street  and  the  other  to  connect 
with   an   additional   track  thereon  to  be  laid   here- 
under, with  an  additional  connecting  curve  around 
the     northeast     corner     of     Lombard     and     Liberty 
Streets ;   to  construct  an  additional  track   on    Lom- 
bard   Street   from   Liberty  to   South   Street;   to  con- 
struct  a   single   track   connecting   curve   around   the 
southwest    corner    of    Lombard    and    South    Streets, 
connecting    the    southernmost     track     on     Lombard 
Street  with  the  westernmost  track  on  South  Street  : 
to  extend  the  double1  tracks  on  Calvert  Street,  from 
Baltimore   Street   to    Lombard    Street,   and   a    single 
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track  on  Calvert  Street,  from  Lombard  to  Pratt 
Street,  with  a  single  track  curve  around  the  north- 
east corner  connecting  with  the  northernmost  track 
on  Pratt  Street;  also  a  single  track  curve  around 
the  northeast  corner  of  Calvert  and  Lombard 
Streets,  connecting  the  westernmost  track  on  Calvert 
Street  with  the  southernmost  track  on  Lombard 
Street ;  to  construct  a  single  track  curve  around  the 
southwest  corner  of  Calvert  and  Lombard  Streets, 
connecting  the  single  track  on  Calvert  Street  with 
the  northernmost  track  on  Lombard  Street  and  a 
single  track  curve  around  the  southeast  corner  of 
Calvert  and  Lombard  Streets,  connecting  the  single 
track  on  Calvert  Street  with  the  southernmost  track 
on  Lombard  Street;  to  construct  double  track  con- 
necting curves  around  the  southwest  corner  of  Balti- 
more and  Charles  Streets;  to  construct  single  track 
connecting  curve  around  the  southwest  corner  of 
Lombard  and  Albemarle  Streets,  from  the  southern- 
most track  on  Lombard  Street  to  the  single  track  on 
Albemarle  Street ;  to  construct  a  single  track  con- 
necting curve  around  the  southwest  corner  of  Lorn 
bard  and  High  Streets,  from  the  northernmost  track 
on  Lombard  Street  to  the  single  track  on  High 
Street ;  to  construct  double  track  connecting  curves 
around  the  southeast  corner  of  Preston  Street  and 
Park  Avenue ;  and  to  run  on  the  aforesaid  tracks 
cars  to  be  propelled  by  electricity  or  by  the  storage 
system,  or  by  any  improved  system  which  may  be 
approved  by  the  Mayor  and  Highways  Engineer. 

Whereas  owing  to  the  increased  traffic  re- 
quirements, of  the  City  of  Baltimore,  congestion 
in  vehicular  and  car  traffic  exists  on  certain 
streets  in  the  City  which  slows  down  the  move- 
ment of  traffic  and  prevents  the  operation  of 
additional  cars  during  the  rush-hour  periods, — 
which  condition  will  be  greatly  improved  if  the 
Railways  Company  is  given  the  rights  herein- 
after set  forth  for  the  purpose  of  effecting  a 
proper  re-routing  of  its  cars;  Therefore. 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor 
and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  that  the  United 
Railways  and  Electric  Company  of  Baltimore, 
its  successors  and  assigns,  be  and  it  is  hereby 
authorized  and   empowered  to  lay  down,   con- 
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struct  and  maintain  curves,  switches  and  tracks, 
to  connect  and  extend  its  line  at  the  following 
points,  and  to  run  cars  and  to  operate  a  railway 
thereon,  and  also  erect  and  maintain  the  neces- 
sary poles,  wires  and  overhead  construction  and 
appurtenances  as  may  be  necessary  and  proper 
for  said  curves,  connections  and  switches,  name- 
ly :  to  construct  double  tracks  on  Carrollton  Ave- 
nue between  Fayette  and  Baltimore  Streets,  with 
double  track  connecting  curves  around  the  north- 
east corner  of  Baltimore  Street  and  Carrollton 
Avenue;  to  construct  a  single  track  connecting 
curve  around  the  southwest  corner  of  Fayette 
Street  and  Carrollton  Avenue  connecting  the 
easternmost  track  on  Carrollton  Avenue  with 
the  northernmost  track  on  Fayette  Street;  to 
construct  a  single  track  on  Carrollton  Avenue 
from  the  north  side  of  Fayette  Street  to  the 
south  side  of  Fayette  Street  connecting  the  pres- 
ent track  on  Carrollton  Avenue,  above  Fayette 
Street,  with  the  proposed  southbound  track  on 
Carrollton  Avenue  between  Fayette  and  Balti- 
more Streets,  to  extend  its  double  tracks  on  Paca 
Street  across  Fayette  Street,  to  connect  with  its 
tracks  to  the  north  and  south  thereof,  and  to 
construct  double  tracks  connecting  curves  around 
the  southeast  corner  of  Paca  and  Fayette. 
Streets;  to  construct  double  track  connecting 
curves  around  the  southwest  corner  of  Paca  and 
Baltimore  Streets  ;  to  construct  double  track  con- 
necting curves  around  the  northeast  corner  of 
Paca  and  Lombard  Streets ;  and  double  track 
connecting  curves  around  the  northwest  corner 
of  Paca  and  Lombard  Streets;  to  extend  its 
double  tracks  on  EutaW  Street  across  Bal- 
timore Street,  to  connect  with  its  tracks  to 
the  north  and  south  thereof;  to  extend  its 
double  tracks  on  German  Street,  from  How- 
ard    Street     to    Eutaw     Street,     with    double 
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track  connecting'  curves  around  the  north- 
east corner  of  German  and  Eutaw  Streets,  to 
extend  its  double  tracks  on  Lombard  Street 
across  Howard  and  Liberty  Streets,  one  track  to 
connect  with  its  existing"  track  on  Lombard 
Street  and  the  other  to  connect  with  an  addi- 
tional track  thereon  to  be  laid  hereunder,  with 
an  additional  connecting  curve  around  the 
northeast  corner  of  Lombard  and  Liberty 
Streets ;  to  construct  an  additional  track  on  Lom- 
bard Street  from  Liberty  to  South  Street ;  to 
construct  a  single  track  connecting  curve  around 
the  southwest  corner  of  Lombard  and  South 
Streets,  connecting  the  southernmost  track  on 
Lombard  Street  with  the  westernmost  track  on 
South  Street;  to  extend  the  double  tracks  on 
Calvert  Street,  from  Baltimore  to  Lombard 
Street,  and  a  single  track  on  Calvert  Street,  from 
Lombard  to  Pratt  Street,  with  a  single  track 
curve  around  the  northeast  corner  connecting 
with  the  northernmost  track  on  Pratt  Street ;

of  Baltimore,"  sub-title  "Charter,"  and  that  the 
right  herein  granted  shall  be  held,  exercised  and 
enjoyed  for  the  period  of  twenty-five  years,  and 
with  the  further  right  to  the  said  grantee,  at  a 
fair  revaluation,  including  in  such  revaluation 
the  value  derived  from  said  right,  to  renewals 
not  exceeding,  in  the  aggregate,  twenty-five 
years;  that  upon  the  termination  of  said  right 
herein  granted,  there  shall  be  a  fair  valuation 
of  the  plant  and  property  of  said  grantee  to  be 
constructed  in  the  bed  of  the  above  described 
street  by  virtue  of  this  ordinance,  which  shall 
be  and  become  the  property  of  the  City  of  Bal- 
timore, at  its  election,  on  its  paying  said  grantee 
said  valuation ;  the  said  payment  to  be  at  a  fair 
and  equitable  valuation  of  the  same  as  property, 
excluding  any  value  derived  from  the  right  or 
franchise  by  this  ordinance  granted ;  the  said  re- 
valuation and  valuation  hereinbefore  provided 
for,  to  be  determined  upon  by  two  arbitrators, 
one  to  be  appointed  by  the  Mayor  of  the  City 
of  Baltimore  and  the  other  to  be  appointed  by 
said  grantee,  its  representatives  or  assigns,  who, 
in  case  they  shall  be  unable  to  agree  between 
themselves,  shall  appoint  a  third  arbitrator,  and 
the  decision  of  a  majority  of  said  arbitrators 
shall  be  final  and  binding  as  to  the  revaluation 
or  valuation  as  aforesaid ;  provided  that  if  said 
two  arbitrators  shall,  after  a  reasonable  time 
fail  to  agree  upon  an  umpire,  then  the  Mayor 
shall  appoint  such  umpire. 

Section  3.     Be  it  further  ordained,  that  the 
right  and  duty  are  hereby  expressly  reserved  to 
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the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  at  all 
time  to  exercise,  in  the  interest  of  the  public, 
full  municipal  superintendence,  regulation  and 
control,  in  respect  to  all  matters  connected  with 

the  grant  herein  contained,  and  not  inconsistent 
with  the  terms  thereof. 

Section  4.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  that 
in  consideration  of  the  right  hereinbefore  grant- 
ed, the  said  grantee  shall  pay  to  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore,  within  ten  days  after 
the  passage  of  this  ordinance  all  expense-  of  ad- 
vertising and  the  sum  of  thirty-three  dollars  and 
a  like  sum  of  thirty-three  dollars  annually  there- 
after. 

Section  5.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  that 
non-compliance  at  any  time  or  times  by  the 
grantee,  its  successors  or  assigns  with  any  of  the 
terms  of  the  grant  hereby  made,  shall  operate  as 
a  forfeiture  of  the  grant  hereby  made,  which 
shall  thereupon  be  and  become  void  and  that 
nothing  short  of  an  ordinance  of  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore  shall  operate  as  a 
waiver  of  any  forfeiture  of  the  grant  hereby 
made. 

Sectiox  6.  And  be  it  further  ordained  that 
the  said  R.  C.  Hoffman  &  Company  Incorpor- 
ated, its  successors  and  assigns  shall  at  its  own 
expense,  in  laying  down  or  relaying  down  from 
time  to  time,  the  tracks  hereby  authorized  to  be 
constructed,  adjust  its  said  tracks  to  the  grade 
of  said  Lane  as  the  same  is  now  or  may  here- 
after be  established  by  law  and  shall  at  its  own 
expense  keep  the  space  between  said  tracks  and 
for  two  feet  on  either  side  thereof  in  thorough 
repair,  and  shall  at  its  own  expense  keep  the 
same  free  from  snow  or  other  obstruction,  but 
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without  obstructing  the  other  portions  of"  said 
Lane  on  either  side  of  said  tracks,  and  shall  pay 
to  the  City  if  and  so  often  as  said  street  shall  be 
paved,  or  repaved  by  the  Mayor  and  City  Coun- 
cil of  Baltimore,  its  officers  and  agents,  or  any 
other  officers  or  agents  duly  authorized  by  law, 
the  cost  of  paving  or  repaying  the  space  between 
said  tracks  and  for  two  feet  on  either  side  there- 
of. 

Section  7.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  that 
the  said  track  hereby  authorized  to  be  con- 
structed shall  be  built  and  renewed  from  time 
to  time  under  the  supervision  and  subject  to  the 
approval  of  the  Highways  Engineer  and  the 
rails  and  renewals  thereof  from  time  to  time 
shall  be  constructed  and  laid  down  so  as  not 
to  obstruct  or  impede  the  free  flow  of  water 
across  said  Lane  or  down  the  gutter  thereof; 
and  that  nothing  contained  in  this  grant  shall 
be  so  construed  as  to  allow  the  grantee  or  its 
assigns  to  stand  any  car  or  cars  on  the  said 
track  outside  of  the  building  lines  of  the  prop- 
erty of  the  said  R.  C.  Hoffman  &  Company, 
Incorporated.

An  ordinance  granting  to  the  Virginia-Carolina  Navi- 
gation Company,  a  corporation,  its  successors  and 
assigns,  the  right  to  exclusively  use  parts  of  Munici- 
pal Pier  No.  2,  and  prescribing  the  terms,  conditions 
and  duration  of  said  grant  and  the  compensation  to 
be  paid  therefor. 

Section  1.  'Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor 
and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  that  the  Vir- 
ginia-Carolina Navigation  Company,  a  corpora- 
tion, its  successors  and  assigns,  be  and  it  is  here- 
by authorized  and  empowered  exclusively  to 
use,  for  a  period  of  ten  (ten)  years,  subject  to 
all  the  terms  and  conditions  mentioned  herein, 
all  those  parts  of  Municipal  Pier  No.  2,  and 
described  as  follows,  that  is  to  say : 

Beginning  at  the  corner  formed  by  the  inter- 
section of  the  face  line  of  the  east  wall  with  the 
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face  line  of  the  south  wall  of  the  Municipal 
Pier  No.  2,  and  running"  thence  in  a  northerly 
direction,  along. face  line  of  said  east  wall,  a 
distance  of  175'  0"  to  appoint;  thence  in  a 
westerly  direction,  at  right  angles  to  the  face 
line  of  said  east  wall,  a  distance  of  99.47',  more 
or  less,  to  a,  point  in  the  center  line  of  a  drive-

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First.  That  the  Virginia-Carolina  Naviga- 
tion Company,  its  successors  or  assigns,  shall 
enjoy  free  access,  by  water,  at  all  times  to  the 
said  parts  of  said  pier  for  its  steamboats,  ves- 
sels, barges  and  other  water  craft ;  provided  that 
the  said  steamboats,  vessels,  barges  and  other 
water  craft  shall  not  extend  at  any  one  time, 
out  from  said  parts  of  said  pier  into  the  water 
surrounding  the  same,  a  greater  distance  than 
seventy-five  feet ;  and  provided  further  that  the 
said  right  of  free  access  and  the  use  of  said  part 
of  said  pier  and  waterways  shall  be  subject  in 
every  respect  to  the  operation  and  effect -of  Sec- 
tion 468  of  Article  4  of  the  Code  of  Public 
Local  Laws  of  Maryland,  title  "City  of  Balti- 
more," and  any  supplements  thereto  or  amend- 
ments thereof,  and  of  all  Laws  or  ordinances 
relating  to  the  harbor  of  Baltimore  and  its  ap- 
purtenances, that  have  been  or  may  be  enacted 
by  authority  of  the  Congress  of  the  L^nited 
States  or  of  the  State  of  Maryland,  or  of  the 
Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  and  of 
any  supplements  thereto  or  amendments  there- 
of, and  of  all  rules  and  regulations  of  the  Har- 
bor Board  or  other  duly  constituted  public 
authority,  and  of  any  supplements  thereto  or 
amendments  thereof. 

Second.  That  the  said  Virginia-Carolina 
Navigation  Company,  its  successors  and  assigns, 
shall  erect  upon  the  said  parts  of  said  pier  a 
temporary  structure,  said  temporary  structure, 
however,  to  be  replaced,  within  three  years  after 
the  passage  of  this  ordinance,  by  a  permanent 
structure,  which  permanent  structure  shall  meet 
with  the  approval  of  the  Board  of  Estimates, 
and  the  work  to  be  performed,  in  connection 
with  said  improvements  shall  be  subject  to  the 
supervision    and    control    of    the    Inspector    of 
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Buildings  and  the  Harbor  Board  of  Baltimore 
City. 

Third.  That  the  single  track  railroad  now 
constructed  on  the  fifty  foot  driveway  on  said 
pier,  shall  be  maintained,  kept  in  repair  and  re- 
newed when  necessary  by  the  said  grantee,  at 
its  own  expense,  the  cost  thereof  to  be  propor- 
tioned according  to  the  frontage  on  said  fifty 
foot  drive  of  the  parts  of  said  pier  hereby 
authorized  to  bo  used  by  said  grantee. 

Fourth.  That  the  said  Virginia-Carolina 
Navigation  Company,  its  successors  and  assigns, 
shall  pay  to  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Bal- 
timore annually,  at  the  office  of  the  Comptroller, 
in  equally  quarterly  instalments,  on  the  first 
days  of  January,  April,  July  and  October  of

That  the  said  Virginia-Carolina 
Navigation  Company,  its  successors  and  assigns, 
shall,  during  the  term  of  this  grant  insure,  and 
keep  insured,  at  its  expense,  in  an  amount  and 
in  an  insurance  Company  or  Companies.,  satis- 
factory to  the  Comptroller,  all  the  improvements 
erected  by  it  on  said  part  of  said  pier ;  the  pro- 
ceeds of  insurance  in  case  of  fire  to  be  used  in 
rebuilding  or  restoring  said  improvements,  and 
the  policy  or  policies  of  insurance  to  be  so 
framed  or  endorsed  as  to  secure  the  application 
of  said  proceeds  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Comp- 
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troller,  and  shall  also  keep  the  said  parts  of  the 
said  pier  including  walls,  fender  piles  and  cap 
1-  gs,  in  good  condition,  in  order  and  repair,  as 
when  received,  and  shall  also,  during-  the  term 
of  this  grant,  keep  the  said  premises,  so  far  as 
reasonably  necessary,  free  from  all  snow  and  ice 
that  may  fall  or  form  on  the  same,  and  shall 
also  cast  off  and  remove  from  the  said  premises 
all  dirt,  ashes,  sweepings,  rubbish  and  litter 
occasioned,  created  or  deposited  on  the  said 
premises,  and  that  it  shall  not  throw  or  allow 
to  be  thrown  at  any  time  into  the  water  from 
said  parts  of  said  pier  or  from  any  of  its  ves- 
sels or  water  craft,  any  dirt,  ashes,  sweepings, 
rubbish  or  litter,  and  that  it  will  at  the  expira- 
tion of  its  occupation  of  the  said  parts  of  said 
pier,  yield  up  the  same  peaceably  to  the  Mayor 
and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  in  as  good  order 
in  all  respects  as  when  received,  reasonable  wear 
and  tear  and  damage  by  accidental  fire  or  other 
unavoidable  casualty  not  attributable  to  fhe 
negligence  of  the  grantee,  its  successors  or  as- 
signs, excepted ;  that  it  shall  pave  and  repave  as 
well  as  keep  in  repair,  such  part  of  said  fifty 
foot  drive  as  is  hereby  granted  to  the  said  gran- 
tee, and  all  the  floorings  and  pavements  on  said 
parts  of  said  pier,  and  shall  also  make  good  any 
damage  done  to  the  said  pier  caused  by  col- 
lision with  its  vessels,  and  shall  observe  and  keep 
all  Laws  and  Ordinances  applicable  to  the  prem- 
ises, and  shall  bo  responsible  for  and  indemnify 
the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore 
against  any  liability  to  any  governmental  au- 
thority or  officers,  corporation  or  private  per- 
son, for  costs,  expenses,  injury  or  loss  by  rea- 
son of  any  nuisance  existing  on  the  said  parts 
of  said  pier,  or  on  account  of  any  accident  or 
injury  to  any  persons  or  property  that  may 
occur  or  originate  on  said  parts  of  said  pier, 
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and  be  due  to  the  negligence  or  default  of  the 
said  grantee,  its  successors  or  assigns,  and  that 
it  will  not  assign  the  grant  hereby  made  with- 
out the  consent  in  writing  of  the  members  of 
the  Board  of  Estimates,  other  than  to  some  per- 
son or  corporation  which  may  have  succeeded  to 
the  ownership  of  the  majority,  in  point  of  par 
value,  of  the  shares  of  the  capital  stock  or  of 
the  property  of  the  said  grantee,  and  will  not 
sub-assign  any  part  thereof  without  said  con- 
sent in  writing;  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of 
Baltimore  to  keep  the  said  water  adjacent  to 
said  pier  to  a  depth  of  not  less  than  twenty-four 
feet. 

Section  3.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  that 
the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  here- 
by expressly  reserve  the  right  and  duty  at  all 
times  to  exercise,  in  the  interest  of  the  public, 
full  municipal  superintendence,  regulation  and 
control  in  respect  to  all  matters  connected  with 
the  grant  hereby  made  and  not  inconsistent  with 
the  terms  hereof,  and  that  the  said  rights  and 
franchises  shall  be  executed  and  enjoyed  six 
months  after  the  grant,  as  provided  by  Section 
37  of  Article  i  of  the  Code  of  Public  Local 
Laws,  entitled  "City  of  Baltimore,"  sub-title 
"Charter,"  and  the  rights  and  franchises  herein 
granted  shall  be  held,  exercised  and  enjoyed  by 
the  said  grantee  for  the  period  of  ten  years 
(with  the  privilege  of  renewal  of  said  lease  for 
another  period  of  ten  years  at  the  option  of  the 
grantee,  provided  said  option  be  exercised  at 
least  ninety  days  before  the  termination  of  said 
lease),  subject  to  all  the  terms  and  conditions 
mentioned  herein,  and  that  upon  the  termina- 
tion of  this  grant  all  improvements,  superstruc- 
tures, foundations,  etc,  erected  on  said  parts  of 
said  pier  of  the  said  grantee,  its  successors  or 
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assigns,  shall  be  and  become  the  property  of  the 
City  and  no  compensation  shall  be  paid  there- 
for. 

Section  4.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  that 
upon  the  failure  of  the  said  grantee,  its  succes- 
sors or  assigns,  to  comply  with  any  of  the  terms 
or  conditions  of  this  ordinance,  the  rights,  priv- 
ileges and  franchises  hereby  granted  shall  be 
and  become  wholly  null  and  void. 

Section  5.  And  be  it  further  ordained, 
that  this  grant  shall  be  subject,  in  so  far  as  they 
may  apply,  to  all  the  terms,  conditions  and  re- 
strictions imposed  by  sections  seven  to  twelve, 
inclusive  and  by  Section  37  of  Article  4  of  the 
Code  of  Public  Local  Laws,  entitled  "City  of 
Baltimore,"  sub-title  "Charter,"  as  amended 
by  the  Act  of  1904,  Chapter  616,  and  the  Act 
of  1906,  Chapter  152,  and  by  any  other  supple- 
ments thereto  or  amendments  thereof. 

Section  6.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  that 
the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  here- 
by reserves  the  right  to  value,  assess  and  tax  in 
the  usual  way  any  improvements  that  may  be 
erected  on  said  parts  of  said  pier  by  the  grantee 
hereunder,  its  successors  or  assings ;  and  noth- 
ing in  this  ordinance  shall  be  taken  as  abridging 
or  impairing  in  any  respect  any  lawful  powers 
of  valuation,  assessment  or  taxation  that  may 
now  or  hereafter  be  exercisable  by  the  State  of 
Maryland  or  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of 
Baltimore  in  relation  to  any  franchise,  right  or 
interest  that  said  grantee  may  acquire  here- 
under.

An  ordinance  to  condemn  and  open  a  Street  sixty  feet 
wide  to  be  known  as  Gwynn's  Run  Avenue,  lying 
Northwesterly  from  and  parallel  with  the  centre 
line  of  the  Philadelphia,  Baltimore  and  Washington 
Railroad,  from  Garrison  Lane  to  Warwick  Avenue, 
in  accordance  with  a  plat  thereof  tiled  in  the  Office 
of  the  Commissioners  *for  Opening  Streets,  on  the 
12th  day  of  March,  1918,  and  now  on  file  in  said 
Office. 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor 
and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  the  Com- 
missioners for  Opening  Streets  be,  and  they  are 
hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  condemn  and 
open  a  street  sixty  (60)  feet  wide,  to  be  known 
as  Gwynn's  Run  Avenue,  lying  northwesterly 
from  and  parallel  with  the  centre  line  of  the 
Philadelphia,  Baltimore  and  Washington  Rail- 
road, from  Garrison  lane  to  Warwick  avenue, 
the  land  hereby  directed  to  be  condemned  for 
said  opening  being  described  as  follows: 

Beginning  for  the  same  at  a  point  in  the 
northeast  side  of  Garrison  lane  as  the  same  is 
now  in  process  of  condemnation  and  opening  75 
feet  wide,  at  the  distance  of  100  feet  north- 
westerly from  and  measured  at  right  angles  to 
the  centre  line  of  the  Philadelphia,  Baltimore 
and  Washington  Railroad,  the  co-ordinates  of 
said  point  of  beginning,  based  upon  the  system

City,  beginning  with  the  assessment  and  levy  of 
taxes  for  City  purposes,  for  the  year  1920,  and 
thereafter  all  personal  property  of  every  de- 
scription owned  by  any  person,  firm  or  corpora- 
tion and  used  entirely  or  chiefly  in  connection 
with  manufacturing  in  Baltimore  City,  includ- 
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ing  mechanical  tools,  or  implements,  whether 
worked  by  hand  or  steam  or  other  motive  power, 
machinery,  manufacturing  apparatus  or  en- 
gines, raw  material  on  hand,  manufactured 
products  in  the  hands  of  the  manufacturer,  bills 
receivable  and  business  credits  of  every  kind, 
due  to  the  manufacturer,  for  goods  manufac- 
tured in  Baltimore  City,  shall  he  exempt  from 
taxation  for  all  ordinary  municipal  purposes.

therein  being  verified,  to  the  satisfaction  of  said

that  the  right  herein  granted  shall  be  held,  exer-

Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor 
and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  the  Balti- 
more and  Ohio  Railroad  Company  be,  and  it  is 
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hereby  authorized  to  construct,  maintain  and 
operate  a  single  railroad  track  across  the  bed  of 
Parkin  Street  between  Pratt .  and  McHenry 
Streets,  said  track  being  described  as  follows :

The  said  Baltimore  and  Ohio  Railroad 
Company  shall  also  pay  to  the  City  within  ten 
days  after  written  notice  from  the  Highways 
Engineer  of  the  amount  due,  the  cost  of  re- 
locating, strengthening  or  encasing  in  concrete, 
all  sub-surface  structures  belonging  to  the  Mayor 
and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  located  in  the 
street  beneath  the  space  between  said  tracks  and 
for  two  feet  on  either  side  thereof,  and  shall 
also  pay  to  the  City,  within  ten  days  after  writ- 
ten notice  from  the  Highways  Engineer  of  the 
amount  due,  the  cost  of  re-locating  any  surface 
structures  belonging  to  the  City  made  necessary 
by  the  construction  of  said  tracks,  the  judgment 
of  the  Highways  Engineer  as  to  the  work  neces- 
sary to  safeguard  said  sub-surface  structures 
and  as  to  the  necessity  of  re-locating  any  surface 
structure  to  be  final ;  and  the  said  Baltimore 
and  Ohio  Railroad  Company  shall  also  pay  to 
the  Citv  within  ten  days  after  written  notice 
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from  the  Highways  Engineer  of  the  amount 
due,  the  cost  of  such  additional  sewer  inlet  or 
inlets  with  the  necessary  connecting  pipe  or 
pipes,  as  in  the  judgment  of  the  Highways 
Engineer  are  required  lor  the  purpose  of  proper 
drainage  as  the  result  of  the  construction  of  said 
tracks.

M.  of  any  day,  Sundays  and  holidays  excepted, 
to  wit :  along  either  side  of  Lexington  Street 
from  Howard  Street  to  Charles  Street ;  or  along 
either  side  of  Fayette  Street  from  Paca  Street 
to  Gay  Street ;  or  along  either  side  of  Baltimore 
Street  from  Greene  Street  to  Centre  Market- 
place; or  along  either  side  of  Charles  Street 
from  Mulberry  Street  to  Fayette  Street ;  and, 
excepting  as  aforesaid,  no  wagon,  cart,  motor 
vehicle  or  other  vehicle,  or  horse,  mule  or  other 
animal,  shall  he  permitted  to  stand  between  the 
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hours  of  four-thirty  (4:30)  o'clock  P.  M.  and 
seven  (7)  o'clock  P.  M.  of  any  day,  Sundays

(a)  Said  chief  constable  shall,  under  the  su- 
pervision of  the  five  justices  of  the  peace  of  the 
People's  Court,  have  the  custody  of  all  the  dock- 
ets, records  and  papers  of  the  said  justices,  and 
it  shall  be  his  duty  to  see  that  they  are  safely 
and  properly  kept  and  preserved ;  and,  upon  his 
removal  from  office  or  the  termination  of  his 
term  of  office,  shall  deliver  all  of  said  dockets, 
records  and  papers  to  his  successor.  He  shall 
receive,  collect  and  account  for,  as  hereinafter 
provided,  all  fees  and  costs  payable  by  law  to 
justices  of  the  peace  and  constables  in  Balti- 
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more  City,  except  fees  for  affidavits  and  ac- 
knowledgments taken  by  justices  of  the  peace 
other  than  those  of- the  People's  Court  and  ex- 
cept costs,  fines  and  forfeitures  payable  in  crim- 
inal cases  to  the  justices  of  the  peace  assigned 
to  sit  at  the  various  police  station  houses  in  said 
city;  said  chief  constable  shall  moreover  super- 
vise the  performance  of  their  duties  by  the  re- 
maining constables  hereinabove  in  this  section 
named;  said  chief  constable  shall  file  with  the 
City  Register  of  the  City  of  Baltimore  on  the 
first  day  of  each  calendar  month  in  each  and 
every  year  an  account,  verified  by  his  oath  or 
affirmation,  of  all  fees  and  costs  collected  by 
him  as  aforesaid  during  the  preceding  month, 
which  said  accounts  shall  show  the  titling,  na- 
ture and  disposition  of  the  various  cases  and 
proceedings  from  out  of  which  the  said  fees 
and  costs  arose :  and  said  chief  constable,  at  the 
time  of  filing  said  accounts,  shall  pay  over  to 
the  City  Register  the  amount  of  said  fees  and 
costs  received,  to  be  accounted  for  by  said  Reg- 
ister as  other  moneys  of  the  said  city  are  ac- 
counted for;  said  chief  constable,  before  enter- 
ing upon  the  duties  of  his  office,  shall  give  to 
the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  a  good 
and  sufficient  bond,  with  a  surety  or  sureties  to 
be  approved  by  the  Mayor,  in  the  penalty  of 
twenty-five  thousand  dollars  ($25,000),  with 
conditions  that  he  will  truly  and  faithfully  dis- 
charge, execute  and  perform  all  and  singular 
the  duties  and  obligations  of  the  office  of  con- 
stable and  chief  constable,  and  that  he  will  ac- 
count for  and  pay  over  to  the  Register  of  the 
City  of  Baltimore  all  fees  and  costs  which  he 
nay  receive  or  collect,  and  that  he  will  faith- 
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fully  and  truly  account  for  and  pay  over  to  the 
person  or  corporation  entitled  to  receive  the  same 
all  moneys  belonging  to  such  person  or  corpora- 
tion which  may  come  into  his  hands  as  such 
constable  or  chief  constable. 

(b)  Two  of  said  constables  receiving  the  an- 
nual salary  of  thirteen  hundred  dollars  ($1,-

said. Each  of  them,  before  entering  upon  the

300)  each  shall  act  as  clerks  to  the  respective 
five  justices  of  the  peace  of  the  People's  Court, 
shall  keep  the  dockets  of  said  justices  and,  sub- 
ject to  the  supervision  and  direction  of  the  re- 
spective justices,  shall  prepare  all  writs  and 
other  papers  pertaining  to  the  cases  instituted 
before,  or  to  be  tried  before,  said  justices.  One 
of  said  constables  receiving  the  annual  salary  of 
thirteen  hundred  dollars,  ($1,300)  shall  act 
as  general  docket  clerk.  In  the  event  of  the 
absence  of  any  of  said  constables  from  attend- 
ance upon  the  said  justices  of  the  peace,  the 
chief  constable  shall  designate  one  of  the  said 
two  assistant  constables  to  perform  the  duties 
of  said  constables  so  absent. 

(d)  Five  of  the  remaining  sixteen  of  said 
constables   hereinabove   in   this   section   named 
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shall  be  designated  by  the  chief  constable  as 
bailiffs  to  the  said  justices  of  the  peace  of  the 
People's  Court,  and  one  of  them  shall  be  in  con- 
stant attendance  during  the  sittings  of  each  of 
said  justices  of  the  peace,  and  shall  also  per- 
form the  duties  of  a  bailiff.  In  the  event  of  the 
absence  of  any  of  said  constables  designated  to 
act  as  bailiffs  aforesaid,  the  chief  constable  shall 
designate  one  of  the  remaining  constables  to 
act  for  the  one  so  absent. 

(e)  The  remaining  fourteen  of  said  consta- 
bles hereinabove  in  this  section  named  shall, 
under  the  instructions  and  subject  to  the  super- 
vision of  said  chief  constable,  serve  the  process 
of  the  said  justices  of  the  peace  of  the  Peo- 
ple's Court;  but  any  writ  or  other  process  is- 
sued by  any  justice  of  the  peace  of  the  People's 
Court  may  be  served  by  said  chief  constable  or 
by  any  one  of  the  other  twenty-seven  constables 
hereinabove  in  this  section  named  and  it  shall 
be  the  duty  of  any  one  of  said  twenty-seven  con- 
stables to  serve  any  writ  or  process  issuing  from 
a  justice  of  the  peace  of  the  People's  Court 
when  directed  to  do  so  by  the  chief  constable. 

The  remaining  twenty-eight  constables  here- 
inabove, in  Section  1,  named  shall  be  conserva- 
tors of  the  peace  and  may  perform  such  duties 
appertaining  to  the  office  of  constable  as  may 
be  prescribed  by  law,  but  shall  not  be  required 
to  perform  any  service  or  duty  for  the  justices 
of  the  People's  Court.

Aii  ordinance  to  condemn  and  close  Richardson  Street, 
forty  feet  wide,  from  Claggett  Street  to  Clemm 
Street ;  in  accordance  with  a  plat  thereof  tiled  in  the 
office  of  the  Commissioners  for  Opening  Streets,  on 
the  Thirteenth  day  of  May,  1918,  and  now  on  file 
in  said  office. 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor 
and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  that  the  Com- 
missioners for  Opening  Streets  be,  and  they  are 
hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  condemn  and 
close  Richardson  Street,  forty  feet  wide  from 
Claggett  Street  to  Clemm  Street,  the  Street 
hereby  directed  to  be  closed  being  described  as 
follows : 

Beginning  for  the  same  at  a  point  formed  by 
the  intersection  of  the  northeasternmost  side  of 
Claggett  Street  and  the  northwesternmost  side 
of  Richardson  Street,  said  Richardson  Street 
having  been  opened  under  Ordinance  Xo.  31, 
approved  April  lTth,  1888;  and  running  thence 
northeasterly  and  binding  on  the  said  northwest- 
ernmost side  of  Richardson  Street  370  feet  to 
the  southwesternmost  side  of  Clemm  Street ;

shall  at  its  own  expense  keep  the  space  between 
the  rails  of  said  tracks  and  for  two  feet  on 
either  side  thereof  in  thorough  repair,  and  shall 
at  its  own  expense  keep  the  same  free  from 
snow  or  other  obstruction,  but  without  obstruct- 
ing the  other  portion  of  said  streets  on  either 
side  of  said  tracks,  and  shall  pay  to  the  City 
if  and  so  often  as  said  streets  or  either  of  them 
shall  be  paved  or  repaved  by  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore,  its  officers  and 
agents,  or  any  other  officers  or  agents  duly  au- 
thorized by  law,  the  cost  of  paving  or  repaying 
the  space  between  the  rails  of  said  tracks  and 
for  two  feet  on  either  side  thereof. 

The  said  Baltimore  and  Ohio  Railroad  Com- 
pany shall  also  pay  to  the  City  within  thirty 
days  after  written  notice  from  the  Highways 
Engineer  of  the  amount  due,  the  cost  of  relocat- 
ing, strengthening  or  encasing  in  concrete,  all 
sub-surface  structures  belonging  to  the  Mayor 
and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  located  in  thfl 
street  beneath  the  space  between  the  rails  of  said 
tracks  and  for  two  feet  on  either  side  thereof, 
and  shall  also  pay  to  the  City,  within  thirty 
days  after  written  notice  from  the  Highways 
Engineer  of  the  amount  due,  the  cost  of  relocat- 
ing any  surface  structures  belonging  to  the  City 
made  necessary  by  the  construction  of  said 
tracks,  the  judgment  of  the  Highways  Engineer 
as  to  the  work  necessary  to  safeguard  said  sub- 
surface structures  and  as  to  the  necessity  of  re- 
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locating  any  surface  structure  to  be  final ;  and 
the  said  Baltimore  and  Ohio  Railroad  Company 
shall  also  pay  to  the  City  within  thirty  days 
after  written  notice  from  the  Highways  Engi- 
neer of  the  amount  due,  the  cost  of  such,  addi- 
tional sewer  inlet  or  inlets  with  the  necessary 
connecting  pipe  or  pipes,  as  in  the  judgment 
of  the  Highways  Engineer  are  required  for  the 
purpose  of  proper  drainage  as  the  result  of  the 
construction  of  said  tracks. 

Section  5.  And  be  it  further  ordained, 
That  in  consideration  of  the  right  hereinbefore 
granted,  the  said  grantee  shall  pay  to  the  Mayor 
and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  within  thirty 
days  after  the  passage  of  this  ordinance,  all  ex- 
pense of  advertising,  and  the  sum  of  Seven 
Hundred  and  Seventy-seven  Dollars  and  Eighty- 
three  cents  and  a  like  sum  of  Seven  Hundred 
and  Seventy-seven  Dollars  and  Eighty-three 
cents  annually  thereafter. 

Section  6.  And  be  it  further  ordained, 
That  non-compliance  at  any  time  or  times  by 
the  grantee,  its  successors  or  assigns,  with  any 
of  the  terms  of  the  grant  hereby  made,  shall 
operate  as  a  forfeiture  of  the  grant  hereby  made, 
which  shall  thereupon  be  and  become  void,  and 
that  nothing  short  of  an  ordinance  of  the  Mayor 
and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  shall  operate  as 
a  waiver  of  any  forfeiture  of  the  grant  hereby 
made. 

Section  7.  And  be  it  further  ordained, 
That  if  at  any  time  the  tracks  of  the  Baltimore 
and  Ohio  Railroad  Company  shall  be  removed, 
or  if  the  tracks  hereby  authorized  shall  be  ac- 
quired by  the  City  of  Baltimore  for  the  purpose 
of  establishing  a  municipal  trackage  system,  or 
20 
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for  any  other  purposes  of  the  municipality,  then 
this  ordinance  shall  he  void,  and  all  the  fran- 
chises and  rights  hereby  granted  shall  cease  and 
determine  without  compensation  to  the  grantee, 
its  successors  or  assigns. 

Section  8.  And  be  it  further  ordained, 
That  the  tracks  hereby  authorized  shall  be  con- 
structed under  the  supervision  of  and  to  the 
entire  satisfaction  of  the  Highways  Engineer, 
and  that  the  rails  to  be  used  in  the  said  con- 
struction and  renewals  thereof,  from  time  to 
time,  shall  be  of  such  character  as  the  High- 
ways Engineer  shall  determine.  The  granted 
hereunder  shall,  from  time  to  time,  change  the 
location  of  the  tracks  hereby  authorized  to  be 
constructed  whenever  in  the  judgment  of  the 
Higlrways  Engineer  the  public  convenience  may 
require  it,  and  he  shall  issue  a  written  order 
therefor  approved  by  the  Board  of  Estimates.

ORDINANCES.  307 

No.  538. 

An  ordinance  to  authorize  the  Baltimore  and  Ohio 
Railroad  Company  to  construct,  maintain  and  oper- 
ate Two  Single  Railroad  Tracks  across  the  bed  of 
Annapolis  Avenue,  said  tracks  being  described  as 
follows  : 

Beginning  for  the  centre  line  of  the  first  of 
said  tracks  at  a  point  on  the  Northeast  side  of 
Annapolis  Avenue  the  distance  of  56  feet  North- 
west from  the  Northwest  side  of  Berlin  Street, 
and  extending  Southwesterly  by  a  curve  to  the 
left,  with  a  radius  of  250,975  feet,  the  distance 
of  30  feet  to  the  Southwest  side  of  Annapolis 
Avenue. 

Beginning  for  the  centre  line  of  the  second 
of  said  tracks  at  a  point  on  the  Northeast  side 
of  Annapolis  Avenue  the  distance  of  07  feet 
Northwest  from  the  Northwest  side  of  Berlin 
Street,  and  extending  Southwesterly  by  a  curve 
to  the  left,  with  a  Radius  of  478,339' feet,  the 
distance  of  31  feet  to  the  Southwest  side  of 
Annapolis  Avenue. 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor 
and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  the  Balti- 
more and  Ohio  Railroad  Company  be,  and  it  is 
hereby  authorized  to  construct,  maintain  and 
operate  two  single  railroad  tracks  across  the  bed 
of  Annapolis  Avenue,  said  tracks  being  de- 
scribed as  follows: 

Beginning  for  the  centre  line  of  the  first  of 
said  tracks  at  a  point  on  the  Northeast  side  of 
Annapolis  Avenue  the  distance  of  56  feet  North- 
west from  the  Northwest  side  of  Berlin  Street, 
and  extending  Southwesterly  by  a  curve  to  the 
left,  with  a  radius  of  250,975  feet,  the  distance 
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of  30  feet  to  the  Southwest  side  of  Annapolis 
Avenue. 

Beginning  for  the  centre  line  of  the  second  erf 
said  tracks  at  a  point  on  the  Northeast  side  of 
Annapolis  Avenue  the  distance  of  67  feet  North- 
west from  the  Northwest  side  of  Berlin  Street, 
and  extending  Southwesterly  by  a  curve  to  the 
left,  with  a  radius  of  478,339  feet,  the  distance 
of  31  feet  to  the  Southwest  side  of  Annapolis 
Avenue. 

Section  2.  And  be  it  further  ordained, 
That  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore 
shall,  at  all  times,  have  and  retain  the  power 
and  right  to  reasonably  regulate,  in  the  public 
interest,  the  exercise  of  the  right  herein  granted, 
and  that  the  said  right  shall  be  executed  and 
enjoyed  within  six  months  after  the  grant,  as 
provided  by  Section  37,  of  Article  4,  of  the 
Code  of  Public  Local  Laws  of  Marvland,  en- 
titled "City  of  Baltimore,"  Sub-Title  "Char- 
ter," and  that  the  right  herein  granted  shall  be 
held,  exercised  and  enjoyed  for  the  period  of 
twenty-five  years,  and  with  the  further  right  to 
said  grantee,  at  a  fair  revaluation,  including  in 
such  revaluation  the  value  derived  from  said 
right,  to  renewals  not  exceeding  in  the  aggre- 
gate twenty-five  years;  that  upon  the  termina- 
tion of  said  right  herein  granted  there  shall  be 
a  fair  valuation  of  the  plant  and  property  of  the 
said  grantee,  to  be  constructed  by  virtue  oi  this 
ordinance,  which  shall  be  and  become  the  prop- 
erty of  the  City  of  Baltimore,  at  its  election,  on 
its  paying  said  grantee  said  valuation ;  the  said 
payment  to  be  a  fair  and  equitable  valuation  of 
the  same  as  property,  excluding  any  value  de- 
rived from  the  right  or  franchise  by  this  ordi- 
nance granted,   the  said  revaluation  and  valu- 
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ation  hereinbefore  provided  for  to  be  determined 
upon  by  two  arbitrators,  one  to  be  appointed  by 
the  Mayor  of  the  City  of  Baltimore  and  the 
other  to  be  appointed  by  the  grantee,  its  repre- 
sentatives or  assigns,  who,  in  case  they  shall  be 
unable  to  agree  between  themselves,  shall  ap- 
point a  third  arbitrator,  and  the  decision  of  a 
majority  of  said  arbitrators  shall  be  final  and 
binding  as  to  the  revaluation  and  valuation 
aforesaid;  provided,  that  if  the  said  two  arbi- 
trators shall,  after  a  reasonable  time,  fail  to 
agree  upon  an  umpire,  then  the  Mayor  shall 
appoint  such  umpire. 

Section  3.  And  be  it  further  ordained, 
That  the  right  and  duty  are  hereby  expressly 
reserved  to  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Bal- 
timore at  all  times  to  exercise  in  the  interest  of 
the  public,  full  municipal  superintendence,  reg- 
ulation and  control  in  respect  to  all  matters 
connected  with  the  grant  herein  contained  and 
not  inconsistent  with  the  terms  thereof,  and 
that  in  the  event  of  the  said  grantee,  its  suc- 
cessors or  assigns,  refusing,  neglecting  or  fail- 
ing to  comply  with  any  of  the  terms  or  condi- 
tions upon  which  the  said  franchise  or  right  are 
hereby  granted,  said  franchise  or  right  shall  be 
and  become  wholly  null  and  void. 

Section  4.  And  be  it  further  ordained, 
That  the  said  grantee,  its  successors  and  as- 
signs, shall,  at  its  own  expense,  in  laying  down, 
from  time  to  time,  its  said  railroad  tracks  on 
said  street,  adjust  its  said  tracks  to  the  grade 
of  such  street,  as  the  same  is  now  or  may  here- 
after be  established  by  law,  and  shall  at  its  own 
expense  keep  the  space  between  the  rails  of  said 
tracks  and  for  two  feet  on  either  side  thereof  in 
thorough  repair,  and  shall  at  its  own  expense 
keep  the  same  free  from  snow  or  other  obstruo- 
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tion,  but  without  obstructing  the  other  portion 
of  said  street  on  either  side  of  said  tracks,  and 
shall  pay  to  the  City  if  and  so  often  as  said 
street  shall  be  paved  or  repaved  by  the  Mayor 
and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  its  officers  and 
agents,  or  any  other  officers  or  agents  duly  au- 
thorized by  law,  the  cost  of  paving  or  repaying 
the  space  between  the  rails  of  said  tracks  and 
for  two  feet  on  either  side  thereof. 

The  said  Baltimore  and  Ohio  Railroad  Com- 
pany shall  also  pay  to  the  City  within  thirty 
days  after  written  notice  from  the  Highways 
Engineer  of  the  amount  due,  the  cost  of  re- 
locating, strengthening  or  encasing  in  concrete, 
all  sub-surface  structures  belonging  to  the  Mayor 
and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,,  located  in  the 
street  beneath  the  space  between  the  rails  of 
said  tracks  and  for  two  feet  on  either  side  there- 
of, and  shall  also  pay  to  the  City,  within  thirty 
days  after  written  notice  from  the  Highways 
Engineer  of  the  amount  due,  the  cost  of  re- 
locating any  surface  structures  belonging  to  the 
City  made  necessary  by  the  construction  of  said 
tracks,  the  judgment  of  the  Highways  Engineer 
as  to  the  work  necessary  to  safeguard  said  sub- 
surface structures  and  as  to  the  necessity  of 
relocating  any  surface  structures  to  be  final; 
and  the  said  Baltimore  and  Ohio  Railroad  Com- 
pany shall  also  pay  to  the  City  within  thirty 
days  after  written  notice  from  the  Highways 
Engineer  of  the  amount  due,  the  cost  of  such 
additional  sewer  inlet  or  inlets  with  the  neces- 
sary connecting  pipe  or  pipes,  as  in  the  judg- 
ment of  the  Highways  Engineer  are  required 
for  the  purpose  of  proper  drainage  as  the  re- 
sult of  the  construction  of  said  tracks. 

Section  5.  And  be  it  further  ordained, 
That  in  consideration  of  the  right  hereinbefore 
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granted,  the  said  grantee  shall  pay  to  the  Mayor 
and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  within  thirty 
days  after  the  passage  of  this  ordinance,  all  ex- 
pense of  advertising,  and  the  sum  of  Eighty  Six 
Dollars,  and  the  like  sum  of  Eighty  Six  Dollars 
annually  thereafter. 

Section  6.  And  be  it  further  ordained, 
That  non-compliance  at  any  time  or  times  by 
the  grantee,  its  successors  or  assigns,  with  any 
of  the  terms  of  the  grant  hereby  made,  shall 
operate  as  a  forfeiture  of  the  grant  hereby 
made,  which  shall  thereupon  be  and  become 
void,  and  that  nothing  short  of  an  ordinance  of 
the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  shall 
operate  as  a  waiver  of  any  forfeiture  of  the 
grant  hereby  made. 

Section  7.  And  be  it  further  ordained, 
That  if  at  any  time  the  tracks  of  the  Baltimore 
and  Ohio  Railroad  Company  shall  be  removed, 
or  if  the  tracks  hereby  authorized  shall  be  ac- 
quired by  the  City  of  Baltimore  for  the  pur- 
pose of  establishing  a  municipal  trackage  sys- 
tem, or  for  any  other  purposes  of  the  munici- 
pality, then  this  ordinance  shall  be  void,  and 
all  the  franchises  and  rights  hereby  granted 
shall  cease  and  determine  without  compensation 
to  the  grantee,  its  successors  or  assigns. 

Section  8.  And  be  it  further  ordained. 
That  the  tracks  hereby  authorized  shall  be  con- 
structed under  the  supervision  of  and  to  the 
entire  satisfaction  of  the  Highways  Engineer, 
and  that  the  rails  to  l)e  used  in  the  said  con- 
struction and  renewals  thereof,  from  time  to 
time,  shall  be  of  such  character  as  the  High- 
ways Engineer  shall  determine.  The  grantee 
hereunder  shall,  from  time  to  time,  change  the 
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location  of  the  tracks  hereby  authorized  to  be 
constructed  whenever  in  the  judgment  of  the 
Highways  Engineer  the  public  convenience  may 
require  it,  and  he  shall  issue  a  written  order 
therefor  approved  by  the  Board  of  Estimates. 

Section  9.  And  be  it  further  ordained, 
That  the  Baltimore  and  Ohio  Railroad  Com- 
pany shall  not  be  permitted  to  stand  a  car  or 
cars  on  the  tracks  hereby  authorized  to  be  con- 
structed. 

Section  10.  And  be  it  further  ordained, 
That  this  ordinance  shall  take  effect  from  the 
date  of  its  passage.

An  ordinance  to  authorize  the  Baltimore  and  Ohio 
Railroad  Company  to  construct  and  maintain  a  Sin- 
gle Track  Railroad  Bridge  across  Key  Highway  at 
a  point  269.3  feet  Easterly  from  the  East  building 
line  of  Lawrence  Street. 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  tlie  Mayor 
and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  the  Balti- 
more and  Ohio  Railroad  Company  be,  and  it  is 
hereby  authorized  to  construct  and  maintain  a 
single  track  railroad  bridge  across  Key  High- 
way, the  centre  line  of  which  is  descril>ed  as 
follows : 

Beginning  for  the  same  at  a  point  on  the 
South  building  line  of  Key  Highway  distant 
269.3  feet  Easterly  from  the  intersection  of  the 
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South  building-  line  of  Key  Highway  and  the 
East  building  line  of  Lawrence  Street,  and  run- 
ning thence  Northeasterly,  with  a  curve  to  the 
left  with  a  radius  of  478.339  feet  to  a  point  in 
the  North  building"  line  of  Key  Highway  and 
the  East  building  line  of  Lawrence  Street  ex- 
tended measured  alona'  the  North  building;  line 
of  Key  Highway. 

Section  2.  And  be  it  further  ordained, 
That  the  bridge  hereby  authorized  to  be  con- 
structed shall  be  of  steel  encased  in  concrete,  as 
shown  on  the  attached  blue  print  marked 
''Bridge  Over  Key  Highway,  General  Plan, 
April  8th,  1919,  Drawing  No.  17729-A";  the 
said  bridge  shall  be  20  feet  wide  and  shall  be 
so  constructed  thai  it  will  afford  a  minimum 
clearance  of  at  least  16  feet  above  the  present 
established  grade  of  Key  Highway.  Said  bridge 
shall  be  carried  by  supports  placed  in  the  cen- 
tre and  along  the  curb  lines  of  Key  Highway. 

Section  3.  And  be  it  further  ordained, 
That  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore 
shall,  at  all  times,  have  and  retain  the  power 
and  right  to  reasonably  regulate,  in  the  public 
interest,  the  exercise  of  the  right  herein  granted, 
and  that  the  said  right  shall  be  executed  and 
enjoyed  within  six  months  after  the  grant,  as 
provided  by  Section  37,  of  Article  4,  of  the 
Code  of  Public  Local  Laws  of  Maryland,  en- 
titled "City  of  Baltimore,"  Sub-Title  "Char- 
ter," and  that  the  right  herein  granted  shall  be 
held,  exercised  and  enjoyed  for  the  period  of 
twenty-five  years,  and  with  the  further  right  to 
said  grantee,  at  a  fair  revaluation,  including  in 
such  revaluation  the  value  derived  from  said 
right,  to  renewals  not  exceeding  in  the  aggre- 
gate twenty-five  years ;   that  upon  the  termina- 
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tion  of  said  right  herein  granted  there  shall  be 
a  fair  valuation  of  the  plant  and  property  of  the 
said  grantee,  to  be  constructed  by  virtue  of  this 
ordinance,  which  shall  be  and  become  the  prop- 
erty of  the  City  of  Baltimore,  at  its  election,  on 
its  paying  said  grantee  said  valuation ;  the  said 
payment  to  be  a  fair  and  equitable  valuation  of 
the  same  as  property,  excluding  any  value  de- 
rived from  the  right  or  franchise  by  this  ordi- 
nance granted,  the  said  revaluation  and  valu- 
ation hereinbefore  provided  for  to  be  determined 
upon  by  two  arbitrators,  one  to  be  appointed  by 
the  Mayor  of  the  City  of  Baltimore  and  the 
other  to  be  appointed  by  the  grantee,  its  repre- 
sentatives or  assigns,  who,  in  case  they  shall 
be  unable  to  agree  between  themselves,  shall 
appoint  a  third  arbitrator,  and  the  decision  of  a 
majority  of  said  arbitrators  shall  be  final  and 
binding  as  to  the  revaluation  and  valuation 
aforesaid;  provided,  that  if  the  said  two  arbi- 
trators shall,  after  a  reasonable  time,  fail  to 
agree  upon  an  umpire,  then  the  Mayor  shall  ap- 
point such  umpire. 

Sectiox  4.  And  be  it  further  ordained. 
That  the  right  and  duty  are  hereby  expressly 
reserved  to  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Bal- 
timore at  all  times  to  exercise  in  the  interest  of 
the  public,  full  municipal  superintendence,  reg- 
ulation and  control  in  respect  to  all  matters  con- 
nected with  the  grant  herein  contained  and  not 
inconsistent  with  the  terms  thereof,  and  that  in 
the  event  of  the  said  grantee,  its  successors  or

And  he  it  further  ordained, 
That  the  said  grantee,  its  successors  and  as- 
signs, shall,  at  its  own  expense,  keep  the  said 
bridge  in  good  repair  and  shall  maintain  the  sur- 
face thereof  in  good  order  as  required  by  the 
Highways  Engineer. 

Skction  6.  And  he  it  further  ordained. 
That  in  consideration  of  the  right  hereinbefore 
granted,  the  said  grantee  shall  pay  to  the  Mayor 
and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  within  thirty 
days  after  the  passage  of  this  ordinance,  all  ex- 
pense of  advertising,  and  the  sum  of  Eighty 
Dollars,  and  the  like  sum  of  Eighty  Dollars  an- 
nually thereafter. 

Section  7.  And  he  it  further  ordained. 
That  non-compliance  at  any  time  or  times  by 
the  grantee,  its  successors  or  assigns,  with  any 
of  the  terms  of  the  grant  hereby  made,  shall 
operate  as  a  forfeiture  of  the  grant  hereby  made, 
which  shall  thereupon  be  and  become  void,  and 
that  nothing  short  of  an  ordinance  of  the  Mayor 
and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  shall  operate  as 
a  waiver  of  any  forfeiture  of  the  grant  hereby 
made. 

Section  8.  And  he  it  further  ordained. 
That  if  at  any  time  the  tracks  of  the  Baltimore 
and  Ohio  Railroad  Company  shall  be  removed, 
or  if  the  track  on  the  Bridge  hereby  authorized 
to  be  constructed  shall  be  acquired  by  the  City 
of  Baltimore  for  the  purpose  of  establishing  a 
municipal  trackage  system,  or  for  any  other 
purposes  of  the  municipality,  then  this  ordi- 
nance shall  be  void,  and  all  the  franchises  and 
rights  hereby  granted  shall  cease  and  deter- 
mined without  compensation  to  the  grantee,  its 
successors  or  assigns. 
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Section  9.  And  be  it  further  ordained,- 
That  the  bridge  hereby  authorized  shall  be  con- 
structed under  the  supervision  of  and  to  the 
entire  satisfaction  of  the  Highways  Engineer. 

Section  10.  And  be  it  further  ordained, 
That  the  Baltimore  and  Ohio  Railroad  Com- 
pany shall  not  be  permitted  to  stand  a  car  or 
cars  on  the  bridge  hereby  authorized  to  be  con- 
structed. 

Section  11.  And  be  it  farther  ordained, 
That  this  ordinance  shall  take  effect  from  the 
date  of  its  passage.

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor 
and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  that  the  Com- 
missioners for  Opening  Streets  be  and  they  are 
hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  convey  to  the 
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owner  of  the  property  on  the  northwest  side  of 
Calverton  Road  all  those  two  lots  of  ground  ly- 
ing in  the  bed  of  Calverton  Road,  now  in  pro- 
cess of  condemnation  and  closing,  lying  between 
Franklin  Road  and  Lauretta  Avenue  and  be- 
tween Lauretta  Avenue  and  Edmondson  Avenue 
from  the  west  side  of  Calverton  Road  to  the 
center  thereof,  as  set  forth  on  the  plat  attached 
hereto,  in*  lieu  of  monetary  damages,  said  two 
lots  of  ground  being  described  as  follows: 

Beginning  for  the  first  lot  thereof  at  a  point 
formed  by  the  intersection  of  the  southwestern- 
most  side  of  Calverton  Road,  as  now  being  closed 
under  Ordinance  Xo.  254;  approved  May  29th, 
1917;  and  the  northernmost  side  of  Lauretta 
Avenue  as  proposed  to  be  opened,  the  co-ordi- 
nates of  said  point  of  beginning  based  upon  the 
system  used  by  the  City  of  Baltimore  Topogra- 
phical Survey  Commission  being  west  13287.180 
feet  and  south  1328.934  feet;  and  running 
thence  binding  on  the  said  southwesternmost 
side  of  Calverton  Road  north  -16  degrees  30 
minutes  35  seconds  west  89.56  feet  to  the  north- 
easternmost  side  of  Garrison  Lane  as  now  in

plant  and  property  of  said  grantee  to  be  con- 
structed in  the  bed  of  Twenty-fourth  Street  by 
virtue  of  this  ordinance,  which  shall  thereupon 
be  and  become  the  property  of  the  City  of  Balti- 
more, at  its  election,  on  its  paying  said  grantee 
said  valuation,  said  payment  to  be  at  a  fair 
and  equitable  valuation  of  the  same  as  property, 
excluding  any  value  derived  from  the  right  or 
franchise  by  this  ordinance  granted ;  the  said 
revaluation  and  valuation  hereinbefore  provided 
for  to  be  determined  upon  by  two  arbitrators; 
one  to  be  appointed  by  the  Mayor  of  Baltimore  ; 
and  the  other  to  be  appointed  by  said  grantee, 
its  representatives  or  assigns,  who,  in  case  they 
shall  be  unable  to  agree  between  themselves  shall 
appoint  a  third  arbitrator,  and  a  decision  of  a 
majority  of  said  arbitrators  shall  be  final  and 
binding  as  to  the  revaluation  or  valuation  afore-

Section  4.  Be  it  further  ordained,  that  in 
consideration  of  the  right  hereinbefore  granted, 
the  said  grantee  shall  pay  to  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council  of  Baltimore,  within  ten  days  after  the 
passage  of  this  ordinance,  all  expenses  of  adver- 
tising, and  the  sum  of  one  dollar  ($1.00)  and  a 
like  sum  of  one  dollar  ($1.00)  annually  there- 
after. 

Section  5.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  that 
the  said  grantee,  its  successors  and  assigns,  shall, 
at  their  own  expense,  in  laying  down,  from  time 
to  time,  their  said  railway  track  on  said  street, 
adjust  their  said  track  to  the  grade  of  such 
street,  as  the  same  is  now  or  may  hereafter  be 
established  by  law,  and  shall  at  their  own  ex- 
pense keep  the  space  between  said  track  and 
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for  two  feet  on  either  side  thereof  in  thorough 
repair,  and  shall  at  their  own  expense  keep  the 
same  free  from  snow  or  other  obstruction,  but 
without  obstructing  the  other-  portions  of  said 
street  on  either  side  of  said  track,  and  shall  pay 
to  the  City  if  and  so  often  as  said  street  shall 
be  paved  or  repaved  by  the  said  Mayor  and 
City  Council,  its  officers  and  agents,  or  any  other 
officer  or  agents  duly  authorized  by  law,  the  cost 
of  paving  or  repaying  the  space  between  said 
track  and  for  two  feet  on  either  side  thereof. 

Section  6.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  that 
non-compliance  at  any  time  or  times  by  the 
grantee,  its  successors  or  assigns,  with  any  of 
the  terms  of  the  grant  hereby  made  shall  oper- 
ate as  a  forfeiture  of  the  grant  hereby  made, 
which  shall  thereupon  bo  and  become  void,  and 
that  nothing  short  of  an  ordinance  of  the  Mayor 
and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  shall  operate  as 
a  waiver  of  any  forfeiture  of  the  grant  hereby 
made. 

Section  7.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  that 
if  at  any  time  the  track  of  the  Baltimore  and 
Ohio  Railroad  Company  shall  be  removed,  or  if 
the  track  hereby  authorized  shall  be  acquired  by 
the  City  of  Baltimore  for  the  purpose  of  estab- 
lishing a  municipal  trackage  system,  or  for  any 
other  purpose  of  the  municipality,  then  this 
ordinance  shall  be  void,  and  all  the  franchises 
and  rights  hereby  granted  shall  cease  and  be 
determined  without  compensation  to  the  grantee, 
its  successors  or  assigns. 
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Section  8.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  that 
the  track  hereby  authorized  shall  be  constructed 
under  the  supervision  of  and  to  the  entire  satis- 
faction of  the  Highways  Engineer,  and  that  the 
rails  that  shall  be  used  in  the- said  construction 
and  renewals  thereof,  from  time  to  time,  shall 
be  of  such  character  as  the  Highways  Engineer 
shall  designate. 

Section  9.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  that 
nothing  contained  in  this  grant  shall  be  so  con- 
strued as  to  allow  the  grantee,  its  successors  or 
assigns,  to  stand  any  car  or  cars  ou  the  track 
hereby  authorized  to  be  constructed  outside  of 
the  building  line  of  Twenty-fourth  Street. 

Section  10.  And  be  it  further  ordained, 
that  this  ordinance  shall  take  effect  from  the 
date  of  its  passage.

An  ordinance  granting  to  The  United  Railways  and 
Electric  Company  of  Baltimore,  its  successors  and 
assigns,  the  right  to  construct,  maintain  and  oper- 
ate curves,  switches  and  tracks,  with  the  necessary 
poles,  wires  and  overhead  construction,  to  connect  its 
lines  at  the  following  points ;  at  North  and  Madison 
Avenues,  double  track  curves  around  the  northeast 
corner,  connecting  the  existing  tracks  on  North  Ave- 
nue with  the  existing  tracks  on  Madison  Avenue ;  at 
North  and  Linden  Avenues,  double  track  curves 
around  the  southwest  corner,  connecting  the  exist- 
ing tracks  on  North  Avenue  with  the  existing  tracks 
22 
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on  Linden  Avenue ;  and  to  run  on  the  aforesaid 
tracks  cars  to  be  propelled  by  electricity  or  by  the 
storage  system,  or  by  any  improved  system  which 
may  be  approved  by  the  Mayor  and  Highways  Engi- 
neer. 

Section   1.     Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor 
(aid  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  that  the  United 
Railways  and  Electric  Company  of  Baltimore, 
its  successors  and  assigns,  be  and  it  is  hereby 
authorized  and   empowered  to-  lay  down,   con- 
struct and  maintain  curves,  switches  and  tracks, 
to  connect  and  extend  its  line  at  the  following 
points,  and  to  run  cars  and  to  operate  a  railway 
thereon,  and  also  erect  and  maintain  the  neces- 
sary poles,  wires  and  overhead  construction  and 
appurtenances  as  may  be  necessary  and  proper 
for  said  curves,  connections  and  switches,  name- 
ly :    at    North    and   Madison    Avenues ;    double 
track  curves  around  the  northeast  corner,  con- 
necting the   existing   tracks   on   North   Avenue

And  be  it  further  ordained,  that 
the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  shall 
at  all  times  have  and  retain  the  power  and  right 
to   reasonably  regulate,   in  the  public   interest, 
the  exercise  of  the  right  herein  granted  and  that 
the  said  right  shall  be  executed  and  enjoyed

An  ordinance  to  Condemn  and  Open  Morling  Avenue 
from  the  Falls  Road  to  a  point  one  hundred  and 
fifty  feet  Southwesterly  therefrom  in  accordance 
with  a  plat  thereof  filed  in  the  Office  of  the  Com- 
missioners for  Opening  Streets,  on  the  5th  day  of 
April,  1019.  and  now  on  file  in  said  Office. 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor 
and  Cit i/  Council  of  Baltimore.  That  the  Com- 
missioners for  Opening  Streets  he.  and  they  are 
hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  condemn  and 
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open  Morling  avenue,  varying  in  width  from  32 
feet  to  40  feet  from  the  Falls  Road  to  a  point 
150  feet  southwesterly,  therefrom,  the  land 
hereby  directed  to  be  condemned  for  said  ave- 
nue, being  described  as  follows :
